M. Joseph Bonnet, World's Master Organist Plays Program 


of Inspiring Music to Appreciative Audience at the 
Chapel of Phillips Academy. 


The chapel of Phillips Academy was 
virtually filled last Friday evening by 
an extremely enthusiastic audience, 
when M. Bonnet, organist at S. Eus- 
tache, Paris, rededicated the organ. 
Despite a few unfortunate ciphers in 
the instrument, the concert was one of 
the most enjoyable musical events pre- 
sented in the chapel. It is needless to 
comment upon M. Bonnet’s virtuosity 
or finesse in registration, while the ef- 
fectiveness of the organ, which has been 
entirely revoiced during the reconstruc- 
tion, has been considerably enhanced 
by the enlargement of the auditorium. 

The program began with two numbers 
by M. Bonnet himself, — his Caprice 
Heroique, affording fine opportunity 
for technical display with scale pas- 
sages in manuals and pedal, and, by 
way of contrast, a pleasing Berceuse. 
These numbers were followed by a 
splendid fugue of the great Buxtehude 
of Lubeck who won fame for his ‘* Aben- 
dmusiken” and still greater fame as 
the master whom Bach prized above all 
others. The Toccata per l’Elevazione 
by the ‘‘divine” Frescobaldi, though 
not destined for popularity,

Awkward Ways Waste Energy 


From rr Mines to washing 
dishes, there is an easy and awkward 
way of doing all work, as everyone well 
knows. Now, along comes the scientist, 
who says his experiments show that, 
aside from teeling and looking more com- 
fortable when you do your work in the 
right way you also save considerable 
energy. 

This fact is one of several which recent 
experiments made by the Office of Tome 
Ecomonies of the United States Depart 
ment of Agriculture have 
These experimtnts have been made for 
the purpose of determining the energy re- 
quirements of an individual in the vari- 
lous circumstances of his daily hfe and 
for use in estimating the amounts and 
kinds of food required by him to meet 
the needs of his body for energy. 

It was found in the homely everyday 
task of dish washing that, when a woman 
washed dishes ona table so low that she 
was obliged to bend over, her energy 
output was 30 calories per hour. When 
she washed them on a table that was a 
little too high for comfort, it required 
25 calories per hour, while only 21 
calories were used when the working 
surface was of the right height. 

It doesn't take long to saw off the 
legs of a table or to put blocks under 
it which will make it the right height.

I am to add my little trickle to 
that flood. But I cannot! “It is an im- 
possible situation! Who ever heard of a 


young man, not very long out of school | 
—even daring, to offer, 


himself, daring 
advice to fifty young lady graduates? 
“He who so doeth, I will liken him unto 
a foolish man, for verily he goeth in 
danger of death.” Besides, you have 


been receiving..advice..all the. way 
through your school course, from 
friends and from faculty and fron 


preachers. By this time, no doubt, you 
are supersaturated solutions of advice. 
Economy and that discretion which is 
the better part of valor suggest that | 
should not attempt to offer you any new 
counsel this morning, but simply stir up 
that precipitate of advice which has long 
since settled in your subconscious minds. 
What I shall say has often been said in 
better phrase and with more authority 
than I can say it, but take it for what it 
is worth. 


I want to say this to you, first of all: | 


You are come to a place of choice; the 
roads diverge in front of you, and one of 
them you must tread. You are called 
upon to make decision. Oh, T do not 
mean that vou should decide during 
this season what college you shall attend. 
That is important, but it is not all im- 
portant, and the question may long 
since have been settled. I mean that 
you are now to determine, not where 


you shall live in the years immediately 
ahead of you, but how you shall live — 
according to what principles, and in 
pursuit of what purposes. And God has 
given to you this power of choice. Oh, 
no, make no mistake, have no doubt: 
you can be masters of your fate! Every 
exhortation that you ever heard implies 
the freedom of your will. “Depart from 
evil and do good.”” The very words im- 
ply the reverse and terrible possibility 
that if you wish you can depart from 
good and do evil. Every commandment 
ever uttered in your hearing bears wit- 
ness to your right and your power to de- 
cide your own acts. “Thou shalt not 
steal’ — either dollars or reputations. 
Commands are not addressed to ma- 
chines; commands are addressed to free 
moral beings. You are not straws upon 
any stream of necessity, you are not 
feathers in the wind; your choice decides 
your act, your act decides your charac- 


ter, your character determines your des- | 


tiny. 

Oh, I know the contrary teaching of 
Omar Khayyam! Edward Fitzgerald’s 
translation is magnificent poetry, but 
ofttimes it breathes a subtle and deaden- 
ing fragrance and kills the sense of hu- 
man responsibility. And your respon- 
sibility is your risk, in the sight of God it 
is your splendor and the very core of 
your greatness. 

‘‘We are no other than a moving row 

Of magic shadow-shapes that come and go 

Round with the sun-llumined lanterns held 

In midnight by the Master of the Show. 

‘*But helpless pieces of the game. He plays 

Upon this checker-board of nights and days;

our ewn experience: the divine was at 
work in your life ten years back, and 
though you may not see it now the di- 
vine is at work in your life today. 

I want you to think this morning of | 
the treasure of home. IT want you to} 
think of the mother who went very near | 
to the gates of death for vou. T want | 
voto think of the care that guarded | 
your helpless years.

A few days ago [ was permitted to 
look upon a very ancient chart, it was a 
chart which showed the stream of hu- 
man history.
